condeſcend fo far as to read them for the ſake of the 
following Refleftions. For tho' any conſideration 
of ſo mean a Paper muſt be confeſt to require an Apo- - 
logy, yet this being the Authors firſt attempt,and he 
giving ſome ſuſpicion of ſenſe in daring to Print his

have been produc'd. 6. Dr. Maurice finds i» the Ar- 
chives of Canterbury the Record for which the Mini- 
ſter makes himſelf reſponſible ; and when this Au- 
rhor can bring Certificates for his Honeſty, I doubt 
not but he may be indulgd a fight of the Originals :

I. The Proteſtants have Succeſſion in Doctrine, 
tho' the Arrians had it not. The Papiſts fay our 
Plea is no better than theirs; but are content 4arely 
to ſay ſo. When he ſhall produce as good Authority 
from Scripture, and as Univerſal a Tradition from 
the Fathers for the Articles of the Trent-Council, as 
the Reverend and Learned Dr. Bull has ſhewn us in 
favour of the Orthodox againſt the 4rrians, we'll ad- 
mit the Compariſon : In the mean time Nice and 
Trent do not ſound well in one Period : There a 
Chriſtian Emperor preſided, here an Anti-Chriſtian 
Pope : There the Canonical Priviledges of Patriarchs

The diſtinction betwixt 
Succeſſion of Doitrine, and of Perſons, was 1n this diſ- 
pute necellary, but the latter only was to be inſiſted 
on: That we have Succeſſion of Dottrine may at this 
time be boldly ſaid, ſince it has been ſo often vige- 
rouſly prov d.

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-on Hereticks, becauſe they wanted true Succeſſion both of 
Doctrine, and Perſons. Their Plea of Succeſſion of Doltrine, 
excusd them not, becauſe not provd. When the Fathers 
charg'd them with want of Succeſſion of Perſons, they did 
not take advantage from the loſs or defe& of Records, but 
from their never having had a line of Biſhops to be record-. 
ed. They requir'd the proof of a Perſonal Sacceſſion, which we 
have;they did not exaCt Compleat Catalogues, which the Mini- 
ſter has prova unneceſſary, and which yet we are as able 
to ſhew as any Church in Chriſtendom. 2. That this Reve- 
rend Miniſter doth not in a Sheet Printed for the uſe of his 
Pariſh trouble the Heads of his Pariſhoners with a Catalogue 
of Names,gives no juſt Occaſion to any Papiſt to think that 
our Succeſlion cannot be made out ; That it can be done, 
We have one good Argument that it has been-done ; and this 
our Author, it he had not been a Tefterday-Man in Books, 
cou'd not have been ignorant of. Even the Catholick- Alma- 
nack it ſelf deduces our Arch-Biſhops, of Canterbury from 
Auſtin to Warham : Cranmer indeed is left out, as if his ſup- 
posd Hereſfie or Schiſm could þlot out the zndelible Cha- 
rater. What tho' he finds no Biſhops there ſince the Refor- 
mation ? Neither will he find any Princes there fince Zenry 
the 8th, An Index expurgatorius has paſt upon the Royal 
Line, as well as the Epiſcopal. Even Q. Mary could not me- 
rit a place in this Catalogue, tho' Craumer's Memory is Sa- 
crific'd as his Perſon was heretofore, to make room for Pole, 
her Contemporary. Proteſtant-Calendars bring down the 
Regal Table to K. Fames.the 2d. and honeſtly conclude with.
